ence at Chief Sey mour’s office im­ 
mediately up on Rogers’ arriv al th i s ; 
morning. 
After a two nours session | 
both men refused to tell the object 
of the meeting. 
Rogers 
later con­ 
ferred with Los Angeles 
detectiv es 
working on the case here. 
It is believ ed Rogers ap p ealed to 
Sey mour to go Los Angeles immed­ 
iately and make a p ersonal 
inv esti­ 
gation at that end of the dy namiting 
case. 
Sey mour had before been ask­ 
ed to make the trip , but refused to 
abandon his duties here, believ ing he 
could aid the inv estigators sufficient­ 
ly at this end. 
Rogers adm itted that 
he came north to serv e 
subp oenas 
summoning w itnesses to ap p ear be­ 
fore the Los Angeles 
grand 
jury . 
He declined to state who is to be 
summoned. 
“Earl Rogers and his Los Angeles 
men can't p ut this thing ov er on San 1 
Francisco. Rogers knows the law and 
knows just how far he can go. 
My 
adv ice to him is to keep within the 
law,” declared Chief of Police Sey ­ 
mour, following a conference with At­ 
torney Rogers today . 
Sey mour made this statem ent in the 
p resence of sev eral new sp ap er m en 
, 1 
betokening an ev ident, storm 
during 
the conference. 
Later the chief said 
he ordered Rogers to subm it to him 
the 
names 
of the San Franciscans 
whom the Los Angeles grand jury de­ 
sired to hav e subp oenaed in connec­ 
tion with the Times dy namiting. 
"I don’t intend to stand by and see 
Los Angeles inv estigators 
run wild 
here,” Sey mour continued. 
"Rogers 
is a lawy er and he knows well that 
I w ant w hat 
constitutes 
sufficient 
ev idence to cause an indictm ent. 
He 
m ust act according to law. 
I won’t 
stand for any thing else.” 
Sey mour wras v isibly p erturbed. Be­ 
coming calm er he said: 
“I hav e instructed 
Rogers to de­ 
liv er the subp oenas to me. 
I 
will 
hav e the men against whom they are 
directed in my office to hear them 
read. 
Personally I am willing to go 
to Los Angeles as Rogers asks, but 
1 hav e nothing to tell the grand jury 
1 hat I hav e not told the inv estigators 
already .”

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 26 .—The 
State Federation of Labor has called 
a general strike for election day , and 
has issued a p roclamation asking that 
all laborers, both union and non-union, 
make the day a holiday so as to p er­ 
m it all to go to the p olls. The p rocla­ 
mation say s: 
"Political affairs 
in 
Pennsy lv ania 
are a disgrace to tw entieth 
century 
civ ilization. 
The black flag is hoisted 
on the ram p arts by the money lords. 
Their .further triump h means the des­ 
truction of p op ular liberty . 
Our p lain 
duty is to maintain the p rincip les of 
democracy . 
To make this p ossible, all 
workingmen should gather at r.he p olls 
in an orderly m anner and elect the 
labor candidates for state offices and 
congress.” 
The effect of the labor strike order­ 
ed for election day is p roblematical. 
Many emp loy ers declare they will not 
grant a holiday and will discharge all 
men not rep orting for work. 
The la­ 
bor leaders threaten a continuation 
of the strike unless the 
emp loy ers 
agree to grant a holiday . 
The strike 
order was signed by all the state labor 
officials.

Th ere h as been 
but one Daniel W ebster, but h e ful­ 
filled h is mission wh en h e effectu­ 
ally concentrated public th ough t on 
th e one principle of th e integrity of 
th e National Union. Th ere h as been 
but one Lincoln, but h e fulfilled h is 
mission wh en h e actualized th e prin­ 
ciple wh ich W ebster establish ed as a 
legal proposition. And so It may be 
said of many oth ers to wh om th is 
country owes much , but it h as alway s 
h appened th at as th ey passed out ot 
th e national life th ere were oth ers 
wh o came forward to take th eir places 
and carry forward th e work from 
th e point wh ere th ey laid it down.
